Weaver  Charged  With  Red  Leanings 


WASHINGTON,  Feb.  8 (UPI) 
— The  Senate  Banking  Commit- 
tee today  approved  President 
Kennedy’s  choice  of  Robert  C. 
Weaver  to  be  Federal  Housing 
Administrator  after  a stormy 
hearing. 

The  11-4  vote  cleared  the 
way  for  the  entire  Senate  to 
consider  the  appointment  which 
would  make  Weaver  the  nation’s 
highest  ranking  Negro  federal 
official  with  a salary  of  $21,000 
a year. 

Voting  against  Weaver,  an 
outspoken  advocate  of  integrat- 


bertson,  John  Sparkman,  D- 
Ala.,  William  A.  Baley,  D-Tex., 
and  Wallace  F.  Bennett,  R- 
Utah  — confronted  him  with 
charges  of  past  association  with 
organizations  later  alleged  to  be 
Communist  dominated.  They  al- 
so quizzed  him  closely  on  his 
past  advocacy  of  racial  integra- 
tion in  all  housing. 

Weaver,  who  testified  today 
for  only  about  30  minutes,  said 


he  still  adhered  to  the  principle 
of  integrated  housing.  But  he 
said  that  as  housing  chief  he 
would  abide  by  policies  estab- 
lished by  the  President  and  con- 
gress. 

He  admitted  association  more 
than  20  years  ago  with  three  or- 
ganizations later  branded  sub- 
versive.

Thus  on  February  3,  1913,  or  just  over  48  years  ago, 
one  of  the  most  controversal  tax  laws  ever  enacted  became 
binding  on  Brigham  Young  University  students  today  who 
have  even  in  their  liftime,  seen  this  tax  grow  beyond  the 
original  plans  of  its  enactors. 

Opposition  to  the  law  has  taken  many  forms,  rang- 
ing from  the  verbose  manipulations  of  Salt  Lake  City’s 
mayor  J.  Braken  Lee  to  our  own  annual  grumblings  as  we 
realize  just  how  much  the  government  is  costing  us. 

An  enterprising  newpaper  publisher  in  Minnesota 
is  trying  to  shock  his  employees  into  realizing  just  how 
much  the  Federal  government  is  dipping  into  their  pockets. 
He  has  begun  paying  his  staff  their  full  salaries  each 
week, — except  the  last  week  ot  the  month.  At  the  ^d  of 
that  week,  he’ll  deduct  the  entire  month’s  withholding.

WASHINGTON  — Senator 
Frank  E.  Moss'  (D-Utah)  Wed- 
nesday annouhced  his  co-spon- 
sorship of  a Senate  bill  to  es- 
tablish a coeducational  United 
States  Foreign  Service  Academy 
for  the  training  of  foreign  rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States. 

The  State  Department  would 
supervise  the  academy  which 
would  be  operated  by  a board  of 
trustees  consisting  of  the  Sec 
retary  of  State,  two  prominent 
educators  appointed  by  the  Pres- 
ident, two  Senators  and  two 
members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. 

Senator  Moss  said: 

“We  need  three  academies  to 
train  men  for  positions  of  lead- 
ership in  the  military  services, 
so  surely  we  need  one  to  do  the 
same  for  the  men  and  women 
who  conduct  the  foreign  policy 
which  we  hope  will  keep  the 
peace,.  They  need  the  intensive 
training  in  the  history,  language 
and  customs  of  the  countries 
they  are  to  work  in,  as  well  as 
in  the  background  and  immedi- 
ate objectives  of  our  foreign  pol- 
icy.” 

The  bill  authorizes  students 
to  be  nominated  by  Senators. 
Congressmen,  Governors,  the 
President  and  Vice  President, 
the  Resident  Commissioner  of 
Puerto  Rico  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. Upon  graduation,  they 
would  be'' available  for  the  for- 
eign service,  for  work  in  the 
State  Department,  or  any  of 
the  other  departments  of  the 
Government  which  represent  us 
abroad.  Senator  Moss  said.
